Blankéts, lke all woollen: pleces, 
should never be wrung, hard or twist- 
ed. Put them through the wringer, 
but release the tension of the rolls 
so that there is scarcely any pres- 
sure at all. 

The temperature of the rinse wat- 
er should as nearly as possible ap- 
proximate’ that of the wash water. 
For the first rinse use about one- 
half cupful of the soap jelly and re- 
duce the amount in each succeeding 
rinse. .The-whole’ point is to rinse 
in a seapy water and not a clear onc. 

Bluing is both unnecessary and un- 
desirable for blankets. They natur- 


ally have a creamy tint which looks; 


far better undisguised. 
Select a clear, breezy day for the 
process, so..that the drying wilt be 
rapid. Quick drying is one of the 
secrets of restoring the fluffy light- 
ness to the blankets. The ideal way 
{0 dry blankets is to spread them on 
‘the: lawn, thus elminating any pos- 
sibility of stretching. A’sheat under~- 
neath the blanket will prevent its be- 
coming soiled from grass or insects. 
If the space Is limited, spread the 
blankets over a line, taking paing 
to heve an equal weight on: elther 
side of the line and to have'the edges 
and corners ‘meet.—October Good

Bolshevism’s Awful 
Results in Russia 


The London Times pubisues a let- 
ter that throws fresh HMght upon the 
horrors of Bolshevist Russla.* It.was 
written by Miss Hettle Adams, who 
lived for sixteen years in Russia aud 
was_in Moscow tn 1929-1920 as a 
member of the British Red Cross. 
Sho -writes: 

“Z visited houses jin Petrogra‘l 
where there were two and three de- 
grees of frost in the rooms. 
was practi¢ally no lighting and totrl 
absence of sanitation. Many people 
lived through the severest winter 
months in bitter cold, shunger and 
sickness,, with no electric Mght, no 


ofl, no candies, only miserable night} 


lights when procurable. Such a lux- 
ury as clean underclothing was un- 
known. There was neither water 
nor soap with which to wasb clothes, 
and they simply had to ve worn till 
they: became too horribly dirty, and 
were then burned, with no hopes of 
obtaining a fresh supply. 

If children receive one (totally In- 
adequate) meal a day they are lucky 
The wan, pinched and stritken faces 
one sees in the streets give one an 
idea of the misery they are suffering. 
They are no longer children, but 


jcare-worn, listless, wizened human 


beings, old long ‘before their time; 
ill, hungry, cold:and miserably clad, 
they are obliged to stand. for many 
hours in the streets in order to ob- 
tain some pitifully small ration of

The floor was 
swimming in water, ,Until one was 
able to calm them down and help 
them to talk quietly is was hard in- 
deed to realize that they were wo- 
men of education and culture; they 
;seem to have-lost all semblance of 
leivillzed human beings, They kissed 
one’s clothes, they clung to one, fol- 
lowed one about talking, crying, 
laughing hysterically—trying to tell 
one of the horrors they were’ suffer- 
‘ing. I noticed ‘how several of them. 
\seeming suddenly to realize to what 
‘depths they had been brought, with- 
drew and sat’ ‘huddled up dejectedly 
on their beds, refusing to talk to one 
any more. © They told us of how 
nearly every day some one of their 
number passed away in that room 
of pandemonium and horror, How 
one of them had been so desperately 
hungry she had actually chewed ana 
swallowed the leaves of her prayer 
book and bad finally gone quite mad.

While I was there a meal was in 
progress, Each of these old ladies 
had to go out in many degrees of 
frost to, a kitchen across thé yatd, 
where they were given the smallest 
‘imaginable bow! of soup. ‘ This latter 
was literally pothing more than dirty 
hot water.

THE SUGAR“SCANDAL.

The Meighen Government may 
think that it has edged, its way out 
of the sugar scandal as a result of 
the resignation of the members of 
the Board of Commerce, but there 
are two or three other circumstances 
arising out of that happening’ that 
wilt bear a good deal of light, and It 
will’ be the duty of the Liberal Op- 
position during next session to en- 
deavor to throw light on these mat- 
‘ters. 
|. In the first piace, the people of 
: Canada ought to know what the re- 
|Gnersa were going with such immense 
‘stores of raw sugar in their ware- 
j houses while the country was given 
to understand that there was no 
sugar in the country. During’ all 
ithe early summer the people of Can- 
ada were paying an Inflated price for 
this necessity, while at the same 
time the warehouses at Montreal ap- 
pear to have been bursting with 
piled-up reserves. 

Again, it would be well to know 
what negotiations there were be- 
tween the refiners and the cabinet 
prior to the matter going into the 
hands of the Board’of Cortmerce. 
;Did members of the cabinet know 
that the refiners were in possessio: 
of stocks of sugar during the eariler 
mbnths of the year? If they did know 
that such was the case they were 
countenancing an unquestioned case 
of profiteering on the largest scale. 

Another question that arises is as 
4o the composition of the Board of 
Commerce. If the Government was 
really desirous of maintaining fair 
prices in this country and doing 
something worth while to reduce the 
cost of Iiving would they have ap- 
pointed such a group of 
tents as issued the sugar wcrder, for 
example? On the face of it, it would 
appear that the Board of Commerce 
was Intended to de a perfectly harm- 
lesa body that would make somie aca-

The Important discoveries ajready 
made include the. circular ‘founda- 
|tion of Abbot | Wulfric’s’ monastic 
building and the original porticos of 
i8t. Gregory, with the tombs of 
Laurence, Mellitus and © Justus, sec- 
ond, third and fourth archbishops, 
'whose bodies were translated — in 
1091. It is expected, in view of the 
monk Gocelin’s records, that under 
the site of-the hospital Jaundry will 
be found, in the nave and south por- 
ticos of St. Marton, the tombs of 
King Ethelbert, Queen Bertha and 
her chaplain, Bishop Letard. 

The most recent discovery has 
been that.of the tomb of Abbot 
Roger IH, The manciplé stated that 
there was an iron plate just below 
the surface of the south transept 
of the Abbey church. Two feet below 
the surface the diggers found a slab 
of Purbeck marble about 2% feet 
square, and west of {it another, and 
yet a third west of the second. 

Qhe slabs were’ raised and below 
iwas found a single large sheet of 
lead 17% by 2% feet, lying un- 
fastened. When this was raised 
there was disclosed a grave, faced 
with cut stone and lined with sheets 
of lead on the bottom and aronnd 
the sides, with four flat ‘iron bars 
across the top to support the Ild. In 
|the grave‘ was a skeleton, covered 
jwith the remains of a chasuble (of 
[bles parts of the gold lace border 
s{ill elung to the wrists), and with 

a ring on the right hand and the 
withered remains of a pastoral staff.! 
On’ the- breast was a_feaden plate, 
bearing the following Inscription: |

The tomb never had been touched 
before, and clearly contained the 
mortal remains of’ Abbot Roger IL. 
or Roger of Chichester, who, ac- 
cording to Thorn, was élected Abbot 
Jn 1252, died on the Feast of Std 
Lucy, Dec. 13, 1272, and was buried 
before the altar of St. Katherine 
under a stone which was a recum- 
bent effigy. Thorn uses the exact de- 
scription, “abbas huius loci,” found 
on the leaden plate. 

The skeleton was that of a very 
big man, more than 6 feet 2 inches 
tall, with a very strong lower jaw. 
The ring, which was very large, was 
of copper gilt and had a carbuncle in 
it. The ring, the inscribed plate, a 
few fragrants of the lace and of the 
texture of the chasuble have been 
placed in the’ college museum with 
the, other plates previously found, 
and after.the whole kad been photo- 
graphed, the grave was carefully 
closed again and the stones were laid 
on the leaden sheet as before.

certain matters relating to sentences 
ete., but It wus not the intention that 
they should go into matters of jnter-

Hes and forthe 2éommunity generally. 
Mr, Lewisohn believes that the way 
to cure them Hes ,in setting them to 
work, and that they should be paid 
for whatever work they. perform. 
“A, wage for prisoners," he writes, 
“is not only Just, but, to my way of 
thinking, fs exceedingly good bust- 
ness. I do not, however, bdelleve 
that a wage shguid be paid unless it 
is honestly earned. I belfeve that 
part of the wages earned by the 
prisoner should be used for his 
maintenance and part for his family 
or dependents.” We think that af- 
ter consideration, Mr. Haney will be 
satisfied in his own mind that the 
view presented to him by the Toron- 
to deputation Is sound and should 
be embodied In the prison system of 
the province Oshawa Reformer.

CUSTOMS TAX ON 
DUCER. 


PRICE RE- 


A retall firm In Vancouver at- 
tracted the attention of federal offi- 
clals recently for selling sugar at re- 
duced prices. The merchants in- 
curred the wrath of the government, 
according to the Vancouver Sun, by 
committing the helnous offence of 
importing sugar from Java. Appar- 
ently the merchants discovered. that 
sugar could be bought from Java at 
a favorable price in the interest of 
the Canadian consumer, But when 
the sale of this Java sugar commenc- 
ed at reduced cost to the consumer, 
something promptly moved the min- 
ister of customs taxes to step in. The 
Vancouver customs officials were 
ordered to impose an additional duty 
of about two cents per pound on 
sugar imported from Java. Van- 
couver Sun says that the retall firm, 
instead of being applauded for their 


enterprise, were “rewarded with a! 


penalty of $1.87 per hundred, de- 
cause they were buying; and selling 

cheap.” Some very harsh things 
aro also eald, in accounting for this 
latest government act. But the gov- 
ernment can doubtless accqunt for it 
with bureaucratic simplicity. Or it 
can give no accounting with equal 
simplicity, as it’ has done with torm- 
er Commissioner Murdock’s charges 
of the Government's complicity in 
keeping up:the cost of Hving.—Ot- 
tawa Citizen.

England's Exports

* LONDON, Nov.’ 4:—Great Britain 
is adjusting her foreign trade tn her 
{ayor at a remarkably fast pace, the 
September purchases-of, commodities 
from other countries. reaching the 
lowest monthly level of 1920, - and 
her exports exceeding those of any 
other month in the year, with the 
exception of May and July. - 

According to detailed official trade 
returns, ‘British imports in Septem 
ber amounted to 152,692,339 pounds 
sterling. Total British exports were 
130,800,521 pounds, and the differ- 
ence between exports. and émports, 
21,885,818 pounds was, excepting 
one in July, the smallest monthiy 
trade balancd against Great Britain 
during 1920. 

Total exports for the first nine 
months of 1920 reached 1,187,736,- 
518 pounds, an increase of 35 per 
cent, compared with the nine-month 
period last year. A

3,200,000 Acres Brought 
Under Cultivation, 


Since inauguration of the Drainage 
Scheme in Manitoba. 


WINNIPEG, ‘Man.. Nov. 9.—Sinco 
the inauguration of the drainage 
schémes in Manitoba approximately 
3,200,000 acres of land have been 
brought under cultivation. This land 
was formerly useless from an agricul- 
tural standpoint. Fifty miles of 
dredge channels have been construct- 
ed this year costing $140,000. Thirty 
miles of these channels are in the 
Sparling district, and 20 miles in 
Morris municipality, southern Mani- 
toba. ‘They are constructed to take 
care of flood waters in the spring and 
also for draining marshes, and will 
assist materially in bringing waste 
land under cultivation. In the Spar- 
ling district alone 72 sections of land 
have been made available for culti- 
vatfon. Cultivated land ‘is relieved 


from the danger of spring flood. .

- On an inspection tour made recently I 
particularly noted the results of the wear of 
heavy motor truck travel over the various 
types of country road pavement.

When plans and specifications were pre- 
sented for the resurfacing of West 6th av- 
enue, Gary, Ind., in 1914, many interested 
property owners were astonished because it 

, Was suggested that a sheet asphalt pave- 
ment could safely be laid over the old maca- 
dam pavement that had been allowed to go 
“to pleces. When the Board of Public Works 
approved the recommendation of the en- 
gineer and subsequently entered into a con- 
tract for the work, they were abused and 
the individual members were accused on the 
street of having ulterior and selfish motives 
for their acts.. However, after the street was 
completed and had withstood the traffic for 
five years, Instead af condemnation, appro- 
hation was given to the Engineering De- 
partment’s*plan by giving orders for simil- 
arly resurfacing four miles of worn streets. 
Mr, Cottingham then goes on to state that 
in°1919 they let the contracts for resurfacing 


price of $1.38 a yard for sheet asphalt surface 
{one inch. close binder and 1% inches top 
course) and 15 cents additional for regrading 
the old pavement to prepare it as a foundation 
for the new ‘surface.

Bolivia and Peru in April, 1919, by 
the John Hopkins University for the 
purpose of investigating the history 
of the Andes Mountains and search- 
ing for pre-historic remains which 
would tend to throw light upon the 
early history of South America, have 
been made public by, Dr. Edward W. 
Berry, of the Departmont of Geology. 

Dr. Berry, professor of palcontolo- 
gy, and Dr. J. T. Singwald, Jr., pro- 
feasor of economic geology at Johns 
Hopkins, both of whom were mem- 
bers of the expedition, have been 
working. all summer over the mass 
ot material.and copious notes collect- 


last. brought the matter Into such 
shape that an announcement of the 
results of the expedition might be 
made. 

One of the most interesting discov- 
erles that the expedition made was 
undoubted evidence that.Sauth 'Amer- 
fea was cénnected with the Antarctic 
regions by land masses that sunk be- 


low the sea ages ago. Dr. Berry 


[sald that the discovery of animal and 


vegetable fossils on the mainland of 
South America and the same varile- 
tles of fossils in the tand around the 
south pole, and also the character of 
the rocks In both South America and 
Antarctica, was proof that the two 
land masses were formerly connected. 

Among other interesting discover- 
fes was that the Andes Mountains, 
about which little had been known 
before, were from five to twenty mil- 
lion years younger than the rocks 
around Baltimore. Dr, Berry said 
that the rocks comprising the west- 
ern range of the Andes were of meso- 
zolc age, or about five million years 
old. The eastern range of the moun- 
tains was of the Paleozoic, Silurian 
and Devonian Ages, and were formed 
about twenty million years ago, 

The actual uplift into mountains 
occurred in very recent times, proba- 


bly not long bofore the men of the, 


old stone age appeared in Europe. 
He sald that, geologically speaking, 
the Andes are the youngest large 
mountain system in the world. 
Included in the numerous geologi- 
cal specimens and fossil remains 
which the expedition brought home 
are large numbers of fossil sea shells 
found On"tle crests of the Andes, {n- 
dicating ‘that the strata forming the 
mountains were once submerged be- 
Iow the level of the sea. Remains 
of s fossil flora, such as immense 
ferns, and other plants of the region 
were.found. A few specimens of large 
land. animals, such as huge ground 
saber-tooth tigers and other 
animals of a remote age were found, 
but practically none of the antediluv- 
fan rept'llan animals were discover:

|. to Increase Grants 


—. 
In Ald of University Education by 
Half a Million Sterling. 

LONDON, Nov, 10.—The govern-| 
ment proposes next year to Increase 
by half a million sterling the grant in 
aid of university education. This 
Was announced recently by Austen 
Chamberlain, when spesking at a 
luncheon given in the University of 
Birmingham. He said the grant this 
year was 1,000,000 sterling, with an 
additional half g million to assist the 
universities and colleges In wiping 
out debts\that were due to circum- 
stances atising out of the war, 

Mr. Chamberlain sald he had 
undertaken to grant 1,600,000 for 
a term of years unless he was pre- 
vented by overwhelming financial 
reasons, Ho also hoped to be able 
to do something in the way of a 
special non-recurring grant.to enadle 
the federated universities’ scheme of 
pensions to be adopted to cases of 
older professors and teachers who 
had served ‘before this pension 
acheme was-in existence, and who 
therefore received only the smallest 
pittance from it. : 

Mr. Chamberlain sala that the 
country had spent for many years 
immense sums on elementary educa- 
tiom, and considerable sums on sec- 
ondary education, bs on university 
education it had spent all too Httle. 
These were not days in which the 
Gbhancellor of the Exchequer could 
fling about pebdlic money with a lav- 
ish hand, he sald. The governmest 
must be cantious in thelr expenditure 
but ‘they were ready to back their 
opinion of the value of the universi- 
tles to the country. —

OSHAWA, Nov. 11,—The level! of 
Lake ‘Ontario would appear. to be 
extraordinarily low this summer. Mr. 
G. D. Conant, who Is.a constant ob- 
Iserver of Our.lake ¢ront, has made 
\enquiried of some of the oldest resl- 
dents, none of whom recall euch 2 
‘ow level ever having been attained. 
\The shore line reveals boulders and’ 
reefs that have ‘always been covered 
and the general’ appearance of. the 
lake front is jnost exceptional in this 
| respect. Mr# Conant has asked the 
Harbor Master at Toronto for some 
‘data on the matter and the following 
~lexcerpt from hfs letter is of interest: 

“For your information J might 
say the highest water recorded at 
this port for 1920 was 12 in. above 
'Zero, Zero datum béing 245. feet 
above New York seg level. These 
high water marks were reached on 
July 25th and August 22nd respec- 
tively. 

The high water of last year was 
39 1-2 in, above Zero on June 10th, 
according. to the Hydrographic Re- 
cord, this being 27 1-2 in. higher 
than what was reached this year.” 
| When‘ {t ts pointed Out that the 
usual lake level 4s from 40 to 50 in- 
ches above Zero it will be seen that 
{this year the lake fs some three feet 
‘tower than usual. 

It has long been a matter of con- 

jecture as to the causes of such var- 
‘Jations. The Great Lakes are, of 
|course, non-tidal. Many have en- 
!deavored to assign a reason for the 
lalterations in level but without any 
real success. The amount of snow 
jer rain fall'does not appear to have 
jany direct relation fo the variations, 
the explanation of which has yet to 
ibe given.

From time to time wymerous amaz 
ing stories have bees told of the 
sagacity of members of the monkey 
tribe; Dut the following account is so 
extraordinary that-it 
would cause doubt In the minds of 
the most credulous were it not told 
on the authority of Mr. W. C. Scully 
and the Alantic Monthly. 

“The most remarkable instance of 
simian intelligence that has come un- 


[der my personal observation,” says 


Mr. Scully, ‘‘was that of a baboon 
that actually did regular duty as @ 
switchman at an important railway 
junction at Uitenhage, in the Cape 
Province, South Africa. The animal 
was owned by the man who worked 
the switches, but who had lost both 
legs in a railway accident. On the 
platform, in his charge, were six 
levers, to each of which was given a 
name. Ho sat in a little wooden 
cabin with his ‘understudy, and when 
a lever required shifting he would 
call out its name.

This wag satisfactory in many respects, but 
showed, as time passed, lack of co-operation he- 
tween the different departments, which result- 
ed.in:a demand. for co-ordination of the differ- 
ent utilities, 5d that. certain economies could be 
breught about. This was: not forthcoming-- 
each commission looking after its own depart- 
ment’and disregardful of the others, such as 
six'-hank accounts, frequently. the. council bor- 
rowing money from the banks at five and one- 
half: per cent. while many of the commissions 
hada goodly, amount to their credit, in some 
cases not drawing interest, and if, only at three 


* percent. Each commission with its own treas- 


urer’s office and staff; each with its own engin- 
eer, staff, and workmen, that were slack of work

In 1913 I submitted to the city council a 
by-law changing the form of government from 
that of council and commissions to one of city 
manager. The council passed this on for the 
approval of the ratepayers at the next munici- 
pal election. It was defeated. Many of the cit- 
izens thought ft placed too much power in the 
hands of one man, and was too much like many 
of the Américan city governments,,of which 
our people did not see any advantage.. Then 
again, the various commissions opposed it. 


However, the vote was such that in 1915 I in- / 


troduced a resolution in council asking that a 
municipal improvement commitee -be appoint- 
ed. This was done, and all the committee, with 
the exception of the mayor, was appointed out- 
elde of the city council, and included the city’s 
banker, an ex-alderman, an ex-mayor, chair- 
man-of three of the commissions, and a member 
of the Trades and Labor Council. 

Many meetings were held and _ investiga- 
tions were made of all) the different forms of 
civic government: in Canada, United States, 
Great Britain, Australia, New Zealand, France, 
Belgium, etc. Over one year was reguired be- 
fore the committe made their report. They rec- 
ommended the election of twelve aldermen for a 
three-year term by a general-vote of the elect- 
ors, and four aldermen to be appointed by the 
twelve aldermen elected for’a three-year term. 
That fs, all would be on the following basis: — 
One-third of council for three years, one-third 
, of council for two years, and one-third for one

Unemployed Workers | 
Number. 125,000 


Available Labor sfnco the Wer Ex: 


* PARIS, Nov. 22.—The number of 
former workers now unemployed in 
France 1s 125,000 according to offi- 
cial statistics, The total is increas- 
ing by daily dismissals in the metal- 
lurgic dndustry, leather trade, text- 
fle and ‘clothing manufacturing* in- 
dustries and the problem is attract- 
ing the attention of the government. 

During the war the plea of manu- 
facturere was that speedy delivery of 
o|g0ods was impossible owing’ to the 
lack of labor, Now available labor 
far exceeds che demand. ; 
“There are numerous reasons for 
this surplus, prominent among which 
are given: (Lack of raw material; 
raté of exchange against France in 
moet importing -countries and the 
high freight rates. i is believed 
however ¢hat there Is another reason 
of purely internal order. Specula- 
tors have held back stocks in order 
to be able to release them when 
prices were highest, and consequently 
do not need ¢o manufacture at pres- 
ent. ‘Others are ‘said to‘ deliberately 
restrict production in order that 
pricés may be kept to their present 
abnormal level. The high prices 
have lessened consumption and the 
public limits its purohases to articles 
of absolute necessity, with the result 
that retailers are not sending such 
large orders to. wholesalers es form- 
erly. 

+ The leather {ndustry ts suffering 
most, nearly: half the workers ordin- 
arily employed being out of work. 
Parisians in general have refuséd to 
pay 120 francs for a very ordinary 
pair of shoes, At Ldmoges along, 
18,000 shoemakers are without. em- 
ployment. 

The clothing industry 1s aleo re- 
ported to be in a bad way. Forty 
percent of the workers are idle at « 
time when ordinarily the ‘factories 
are at their busiest. 

‘The textile-industry, on which the 
towns of Roubaix and Tourcoing de- 
pend, is going through a period of 
the greatest difficulty, and the fur 
industry {ts also affected, owing to 
the excessive price of furs, especially 
of the more ordinary kinds, such as 
rabbi and goat,”

Polish Government =| 
Stamping Out Idlers; 


Refugees Wander Over Country and’ 
Will Not Take Up Work 
ij Seriously. 


/ 


WARSAW, Nov. 26.—The Polish 
government is making a determined 
effort to stamp out the wandering 
idlers now numerous in Eastern Po- 
land. Six years of. war have given 
rise to a class of refugee little re- 
moved from the professional tramp. 
Driven from their homes and their 
legitimate occupations by the war, 
these refugees have deen ‘wandering 
over the country, fleeing from one 
danger to another, until today St is 
hard for, them to take up any real 
work seriously. 

Sometimes it is hard-to tell the 
confirmed {idler from the deserving 
refugee. The Polish government is 
trying to get them all back to the 
district from which they originally 
came. In the meantime, in adminis- 
tering such relief as it finds at its 
disposal, it insists that applicants for 
assistance must be willing to work. 

Many of the refugees who would be 
popularly classed-in America as “ho- 
boes”’ are accompanied in their wan- 
derings by children, usually their 
own or those of some relative. In 
most cases these children are tem- 
‘porarity ‘placed’ in ‘an orphanage or 
similar {ristitution, at least until it 
appears that the refugee relative Is 
ready to settle down| and make a 
home somewhere. }

Suggests Investigation 


“The suggestion of municipal fire 


* |insurance is well worthy of investi- 


gation and consideration. If the 
city can “make from $25,000 to $50,- 
000 a year in this way it would help 
materially and yet not add to the 
burdens of the taxpayer. 

“This is the age of public owner- 
| ship. Formerly lighting and water 
services were in the hands of pri- 
vate. companies. Now almost every 
municipality owns its own plant. 
Even electric and steam railways 
are coming Into the hands of the 
public. 

“The Dominion Government has 
recently started to carry on life in- 
surance. Why not fire? 

“The report of the Royal Commis- 
sion on Insurance shows that in On- 
tarfo alone the fire companies. col- 
lect in premiums’ $5,000,000. more 
paid in fire losses. Though 
rio the fire loss per head is 
greater than in almost any place jn 
the world. 

“There are about $5,000,000 
worth of buildings in Belleville, and 
about $5,000,000 worth of person- 
al property available for insurance. 
The municipal” insurance could be 
made compulsory and the premiums 
collected ‘with the taxes. 

“If this was done every citizen 
would become a fire-fighter, because 
he would be personally and financial- 
ly interested fn converting the money 
now wasted by fires into profit for 
the city. 


Means Cheaper Insurance 


“It would encourage people to pre- 
vent fires. Canada has abont-the 
best fire-fighting appliances in the 
World but has about the worst reg- 
ulations for preventing fires. Eur- 
opean countries have inferior fire- 
fighting appliances, but. have the 
best regulations for preventing fires. 
The result is that the fire lossés per

| Quire into the death of Wesley Leigh 
tCampbdell, find that he came to his 


death at the Belleville Hospital (on 
the night of 24th of November) 
from injuries received while per- 
forming his duties on train 1039 
in the C.P.R. yards and we find his 
Seath was purely accidental and no 
idblame can be attached to any one.” 

This verdict was delivered by the 
jury last evening to Coroner Dr.
